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Marks of Jesus

Text: Galatians 6:17, “From henceforth let no man 
trouble me: for I bear in my body the marks of the Lord 
Jesus.” 

T IS QUITE POSSIBLE that there never was a man 
Gen the earth that suffered more for his Lord than 

the great Apostle St. Paul. From the day that he 
met Jesus on his way to Damascus, his life was fully 
given over to the service of the Lord. The devil never 
gives up anyone that he has used in his service without 
a desperate struggle to either recapture, or destroy him. 
Thus, from the time that he became a follower of Jesus, 
St. Paul was a hated man. His persecution and sufferings 
became great, but he made up his mind to fight the good 
fight of faith. Many Bible scholars think that when St. 
Paul used the words of our text, “From henceforth let no 
man trouble me for I bear in my body the marks of the 
Lord Jesus,” that he referred to scars on his person from 
the stones at Lystra, the Roman lash, or the rods with 
which he had been beaten. I take a different view; I be- 
lieve the marks that St. Paul spoke of were spiritual 
marks—marks of character. Marks on his body could be 
marks for his Lord, but not of Him. We never hear a war 
veteran speak of the scars he has received from the en- 
emy while he was defending his king and country. With 
this in mind, let us look for spiritual marks—marks in 
the life of St. Paul that resemble those in his Lord. 
FIRST MARK: His Goodness. 

From infancy, Jesus grew in favor with God and man. 
In Luke 2:52 we read, “And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favor with God and man.” We read 
again in Acts 10:38, “How God anointed Jesus of Nazareth 
with the Holy Ghost and with power: who went about 
doing good, and healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil, for God was with him.” 

Jesus was not only good, but He was the very essence 
of goodness—the source from which all goodness comes. 
That is why St. James was able to say, “Every good gift 
and every perfect gift is from above, and cometh down 
from the Father of lights, with whom is no variableness 
neither shadow of turning.” No one can doubt that our 
Lord was good or that the great purpose of His coming 
to earth was to redeem us from sin and restore us to 
true goodness. St. Paul’s life had been so changed by the 
power of Calvary that the mark of goodness was out- 
standing in his life, and it was seen by everyone who 
came to know him. He was able to say to those who were 
led by him to seek salvation, “Follow me as I follow 
Christ.” Jesus is not only good, but He is able to impart 

oodness to every earnest seeker of truth. 


SECOND MARK: His Obedience to God and His Word. 
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Jesus has proved to mankind, by His life among men, 
that it is possible for children to obey their earthly par- 
ents and serve God. Luke 2:51 says that He “came to Naz- 
areth and was subject unto them” (His parents). His 
mother kept all these sayings in her heart. After Joseph, 
who was much older than Mary, died and left Mary as a 
young widow, Jesus masterfully helped Mary with the 
responsibility of the home until His four younger broth- 
ers and sisters were all grown to manhood and woman- 
hood. We then read in John 8:29, “And he that sent me 
is with me: the Father hath not left me alone, for I do 
always those things that please Him.” We hear the Fa- 
ther speak at the baptism of Jesus by John in the Jor- 
dan. We read in Matthew 3:17, “And lo a voice from 
heaven saying, This is my beloved son, in whom I am 
well pleased.” 

We find St. Paul becoming so devoted to his Master 
that it is revealed unto him through the Spirit that 
bonds and imprisonment await him at Jerusalem. The 
believers at Ephesus besought him not to go to Jerusa- 
lem. We hear him in Acts 21:13 saying, “What mean ‘ye 
to weep and to break mine heart? for I am ready not 
only to be bound, but also to die at Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus.” Do we strive to know the will 
of God, and then with all our hearts seek to obey Him? 
THIRD MARK: Sympathy. 

Jesus has rightly been called by the poet “The great 
Physician and the sympathizing Jesus.” Let us look at 
His great sympathy for a widowed mother who was fol- 
lowing her only son to the burial. Luke 7:14-15, “And he 
came and touched the bier: and they that bare him 
stood still. And he said, Young man I say unto thee, Arise, 
And he that was dead sat up, and began to speak, and 
he delivered him to his mother.” Oh, what a wonderful 
Saviour we have! Even the dead have to hear and obey 
His voice! Do we require more proof of His great sympa- 
thetic heart? Let us look at Him at the grave of Lazarus. 
(John 11:41-44.) Do we want proof that this mark of 
sympathy can be seen in the life of St. Paul? (Read Acts 
21:32-38.) Dear ones, can those who-are watching our 
lives see this mark of Jesus in us? 

FOURTH MARK: Humility. 

Do we require proof that Jesus was humble, meek, and 
lowly? His very condescension to come on His great mis- 
sion to this sinful world in which we live, surely is proof 
enough. Look at the place of His birth, and His life. He 
by whom all things were made, was among men with no 
place to lay His head. In Matthew 8:20, we hear Him say 
to the young man who wanted to be His follower, “The

UMAN NATURE HAS not changed. We can take 
HH cross sections of humanity from the time tha 

Adam and Eve sinned in the Garden of Ede 
until today, and we find the same traits in all. That is 
one reason the Bible is the most up-to-date book in the 
world today. It tells us so much about ourselves, no 
matter what the circumstances of our life happen to be. 
John tells us, in speaking of Jesus, “For he knew what 
was in man,” John 2:25b. 

In the parable above, we have Jesus telling us of two 
sons, one rebellious but afterward repentant, doing the 
will of his father; the other a “yes man,” failing in the 
time of crisis. 

Because human nature has not changed since the 
time that Jesus spoke this parable, we have a picture of 
the situation which we have in the Church today. All 
those who are truly redeemed by the precious blood of 
Jesus Christ are “sons,” but all are not doing the will 
of their Father which is in heaven. There are many who 
have had to fight an inward struggle regarding their 
convictions in the matter of missions, and finally they 
have come to the place of doing the will of their Father— 
giving themselves or their all in obedience to the Great 
Commission “Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” Others, alas, are failing in 
this time of crisis for the Church and its God-given pro- 
gram of missions. 

There are several reasons the son, who was the “yes 
man,” failed when words were to be turned into action 
and he was to do his father’s bidding: 


1. He may not have been out in his father’s vineyard 
before. He may have been studying at the feet of one 
of the doctors of the Law. His father now needed him 
to go into the vineyard because of the great harvest 
of grapes which had to be gathered in. He needed every 
laborer he could get. His son, knowing nothing more than 
study, could not feel the same urgency about the matter 
as his father did, and so he did not go. 

It has been said that “An informed citizen is a good 
citizen.” By the same token “An informed Church of 
God member is a good Church of God member.” Every 
Church of God member should be well-informed on the 
matter of missions. According to the latest and con- 
servative statistics of world missions (1952), the total 
number of unevangelized amounted to 904,000,000. Of 
this great multitude, approximately 300,000,000 are now 
behind ‘he Iron and Bamboo Curtains, lost to any furth- 
er outside missionary influence. However, we are still 
faced with the challenge of over 600,000,000 souls who 
have not heard the gospel for the first time, while thou- 
sands upon thousands in the Church here in the U.S.A. 
are hearing the gospel every Sunday, year after year. 

2. He may have thought that he would first see 
whether there were other servants working in the vine- 
yard. If so, then he could tell his father that the work 
was going on quite well without him. There was no need 
for him to leave what he was already doing to go into 
the vineyard. How many there are who feel just like this 
today! 

3. Maybe he thought that he must take a little time 
for leisure. He had been studying all the year and now 
when he came home to his father, it was not fair that 
he should be asked to work in the vineyard. After all, hi 
could truly say that he had made plans to do something 
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else, before his father had spoken to him about going to 
work in the vineyard. 

There are many today who have used this line of 
Oren Surely it cannot be expected that I should 

ve my all, when the plans I now have were made 
before God spoke to me about what I should do for mis- 
sions. Alas, they have failed, and at what a price! 

4. In Matthew 20, Jesus told a parable of a certain 
householder who went out to engage laborers to work 
in his vineyard. Some, he engaged in the morning; others, 
in the evening. Perhaps this son, in the parable we have 
under consideration, looked at the sun, already sinking 
in the west, and said to himself, “What’s the use of go- 
ing now? It is too late to get anything done.” 

The Devil will do all in his power to prevent God’s pro- 
gram for missions being fulfilled. If he can tell people 
that it is too late in the day to worry about missions, he 
will certainly do so. 

5. Maybe the son looked and saw the rows upon rows 
of grapevines hanging heavily with their rich harvest 
of grapes. The task was hopeless. What effect could his 
labors have on so great a harvest? It would hardly 
amount to anything. And so, he slowly turned his back 
on the path of duty and obedience. 

Let us not be discouraged by the magnitude of the 
task. God is able to give us the strength necessary for 
the task. Reasoning can never take the place of obed- 
ience and faith in God. Tomorrow can never take the 
place of the today of God’s will. We have the command, 
clear and concise—“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” 


MISSIONS 


THE MISSIONS CHARTER is contained in 
full in the command given in Matthew 28:19, 20, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever 
I have commanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” 

This command can be carried out in its fulness only 
by those who have themselves accepted and are practic- 
ing what Jesus taught. Jesus taught repentance, con- 
fession of sins, with restitution where possible; the “new 
birth” by regeneration, water baptism, sanctification; the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, divine healing for the body; 
and His second coming to this earth to rule over His 
kingdom. This is the message of Pentecost. Pentecost is 
the challenge today against all the powers of darkness. 
Pentecost is the answer to all the world’s problems. 
Pentecost is the power of God loosed through human 
channels to meet the need of a world groaning under 
the burden of sin, sorrow, and sickness. 

To be custodians of “the faith once delivered unto 
the saints” brings with it responsibilities and obligations 
commensurate with such a privilege. To us much has 
been given. From us much will be expected. “Freely ye 
have received, freely give,” was one of the principles 
taught by Jesus, and He told us in the Great Commis- 
sion that we were to teach others to observe those things 
which He had commanded. This was one of the things 
He commanded. Peter expressed it in his words to the 
lame man at the Beautiful Gate of the Temple, “Such 
as I have give I thee.” When he uttered these words, the 

wer of God flowed through him, bringing healing to 
the lame man who immediately received strength so that 
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he rose up and leaped and praised God. “The faith once 
delivered unto the saints” gives unto the Church the 
vision it needs to carry on. Without this vision there is a 
withering away in the lives of the members. The power 
of Pentecost ceases to flow. The existence of the Church 
and the continuance of power and blessing depends on 
the amount of missionary vision it has. Missions is the 
lifeline of the Church—the lifeline through which the 
power of God flows, bringing with it all the manifold 
blessings of God. 

The best way to bring revival into any church is to 
renew the vision for missions. When this is done, the 
floodgates of heaven begin to open. To have the joy of 
seeing souls saved, sick bodies healed, and the hungry 
filled with the Holy Ghost is God’s way of renewing 
those who are His. 

The mission field is the most fertile field in the world 
today. Those who have never heard the gospel respond 
more readily to the “good news” than those who are 
“gospel-hardened.” Every day lost means hundreds, nay 
thousands, when we look at it from the point of view 
of cumulative results, of opportunities gone forever. To- 
morrow can never replace the today of the will of God. 
Let us throw the weight of our evangelistic effort into 
the most productive field—the mission field. 


MONEY 


MISSIONS IS THE WILL of God. Missions is 
the link between lost humanity and a God of love. Men 
and missions go hand in hand. We cannot provide men 
for missions; God must do that. God must reach from 
heaven and touch someone’s heart and give to him that 
all-absorbing passion for the lost. It is then that the 
command of the Lord Jesus to go burns so in the soul 
that everything is consumed in its holy flame. Loved ones, 
friends, houses and lands, and possessions fade dimly 
away, while the command to go burns with an ever- 
increasing intensity. Jesus said, “The words that I speak 
unto you, they are spirit and they are life.” They impel; 
they quicken; they fire the soul with a vision. They 
project the spirit into the heavenly places with Christ 
Jesus, bringing a revelation of the “exceeding greatness 
of His power to us-ward who believe, according to the 
working of his mighty power, which he wrought in 
Christ when he raised him from the dead, and set him 
at his own right hand in the heavenly places, far above 
all principality, and power, and might, and dominion, and 
every name that is named.” Yes! this is the vision that 
grips the spirit when the “I will” of the child of God 
comes into the full bloom of active obedience in the mat- 
ter of missions.

And how shall they preach except they be 
sent?” 

Jesus says go. The apostle Paul says send—the perfect 
combination. All cannot go, but all can share in the 
blessing of sending. 

Men, missions, and money—God has raised up the men, 
given them the vision of the fields ripe unto harvest, 
and, at the same time has provided His children with the 
necessary mammon of this life to make it possible, if

WHAT CAN A WOMEN’S ORGANIZATION DO IN 
FOREIGN LANDS? 


Word has just been received from Dora P. Myers of 
India as follows: 

“The first of March our Women’s Organization sent 
out four of our girl students as Bible women. Two went 
to the Tamil field and two remained in the Malayalam 
area. Already we have had good reports of the work 
that they are doing. They have organized women’s work 
in churches where there was none, called on many, and 
prayed for the sick. Some have been saved and one new 
Sunday School has been begun. 

The women’s organization is paying their traveling ex- 
penses (Rupees, fifteen per month) and then the church- 
es they are working in are supposed to take care of their 
food. We are hoping this will eventually become self- 
supporting.” 





WILLING WORKER BANDS IN UNITED STATES 

Just a note to the Willing Worker Bands in the United 
States. Let me say that many bands have been organized 
throughout the foreign mission fields, which are doing 
a magnificent job. If the Willing Workers in the United 
States at each local church would dedicate at least one 
service a month to foreign missions and receive an of- 
fering which could be sent through the local church for 
proper credit for foreign missions, to be used for “Litera- 
ture for the Lost,” evangelism, the support of native 
workers, the building of churches, or many other projects 
on which we are prepared to give information, they would 
enhance their reward in heaven, souls would be saved, 
and they would be an incentive to get others to join in 
this great crusade for Christ. 
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PROMISE OF PENTECOST 


In this text, we find the divine promise of Pentecost. 
Certainly these last words of Jesus struck a note of need 
in the hearts and lives of the early disciples. Today, in- 
deed to the born again, it strikes a resounding note of 
need in our lives, but to obtain Pentecost today, we must 
do the very same things that those early hearers did. 
First, we find that they were definitely men and women 
of prayer. Acts 1:14, “These all continued with one ac- 
cord in prayer .. .” If today we are to see a reproduc- 
tion of Pentecost we must pray! Jesus said, “Pray with- 
out ceasing.” Men over the ages, history will reveal, who 
have reached the multitudes for Christ were those who 
could and did make prayer a part of their lives. During 
the ten-day period the disciples certainly did make 
prayer, which is the first step in receiving the divine 
promise, a part of their living. 


POWER OF PENTECOST 

Next, we see God giving them power. Acts 2:4, “And 
they were all filled with the Holy Ghost...” Some would 
ask, “Just what kind of power do you mean?” We see 
that the power that God gave them was a force that 
moved. When they were filled with this power, nothing 
stood before them; souls were saved in numbers as never 
before. Thousands were baptized and still more thou- 
sands were to receive Christ and be filled with the same 
Spirit. To see great things done for God, we must have 


this same power. 


PARTICIPATION OF PENTECOST 

Then, we see that all of them were to participate in 
Pentecost. All these Spirit-baptized disciples were going 
to work. Notice Acts 2:6, “Now when this was noised 
abroad .. .” This was only the natural reaction in a 
person that had been filled with the Spirit, for Jesus had 
said that they would be witnesses. Today for the Church 
to see revival, all must participate! 


PEOPLE OF PENTECOST 
We see the next reaction was natural also, for when 
the children of God pray, have power, then act, they 
must and will reach and have the people. Acts 2:6, “... 
the multitude came together .. .” Certainly if we are to 
win people we must reach them and we cannot interest

the world or see them turn to Christ unless we are to 
reach more and more people with the mighty power of 
Pentecost. 
PREACHING OF PENTECOST 

After we do reach people, there must be Pentecostal 
preaching such as Peter preached on that momentous 
day of Pentecost! Acts 2:22, “Ye men of Israel, hear 
these words; Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of God 
among you by miracles and wonders and signs .. .” Here 
we find that Peter, being qualified, filled, and anointed 
with the Holy Ghost, preached uncompromisingly. Cer- 
tainly we can have nothing short of this type of preach- 
ing if we are to see a Pentecost today. We must preach 
Christ, as Peter did, in death, burial, and resurrection, 
as Saviour, Healer, Sanctifier, and Baptizer in the Spirit. 
Peter preached fearlessly and today we must go by the 
same pattern. 


PENITENCE OF PENTECOST 
Penitence is, as always, the next step after one hears 
of the Saviour, and at Pentecost, of course, there was no 
exception; today there can be no deviation from this God- 


given example. Billy Sunday said of penitence, “It is quit- - 


ting the sin business!” A better definition of repentance 
is hard to find in such a short statement. There must be 
a genuine departure from sin; even in the early lives of 
the disciples it was true, and at Pentecost it inevitably 
happened! Acts 2:38, “Then Peter said unto them, Re- 
pent and be baptized everyone of you in the name of Je- 
sus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Jesus’ words, “Except ye re- 
pent ye shall all likewise perish,” were resounded by the 
great Apostle when he proclaimed, “Repent!” Today, if 
the prescription for Pentecost is to be followed, we must 
stand and proclaim to the people, “Repent!” To a people 
on the day of Pentecost, who were in the resence of 
men who knew God in prayer, power, and participation 
in His will, was given the message of repentance as a 
further step to know God. We cannot expect to see people 
repent now unless we know God in prayer, power, and 
in a participation in His plan. They will not turn from 
the world or the things of the world unless we can hold 
up something that is superior and much more desirabl 

than what they have! We must show them, by our lives, 
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higher plains on which to live than the plains of sin in 
which they are dwelling. When we, as the disciples, have 
the presence of God in our lives and in our services, 
and call the people to repentance, then they will come, 
but only on the condition that a proclamation of re- 
pentance is made to them. 


PLEADING OF PENTECOST 


Of course, when the Word of God goes forth, it should 
be with pleading, as at Pentecost. We find Peter with a 
compassion, that undoubtedly came from Jesus, pleading 
for the people to give themselves to God. Acts 2:40, “And 
with many other words did he testify and exhort, saying, 
Save yourselves from this untoward generation.” In Mat- 
thew 9:36 we find the source of this compassion, “But 
when he saw the multitudes, he was moved with compas- 
sion on them, because they fainted, and were scattered 
abroad, as sheep having no shepherd.” If we are to lead 
the people we must obtain this compassion, not within 
ourselves, but receive it from its source—Jesus. Peter had 
come in contact with this compassion and had been won 
to Christ through it, and as a result of this contact, he 
retained it. Compassion, at Pentecost and throughout the 
rest of Peter’s life, was a great factor in his winning peo- 
ple to God. The pattern has not changed; it is still the 
same—as yesterday, so today. If we are to win people and 
see another Pentecost, whether it be in our personal life, 
in our homes, or in the church, we must have compas- 
sion for the lost. As a prescription is not complete with- 
out all its ingredients, so Pentecost is not complete 
without a deep compassion for the unreached and the 
unsaved. 


PARDONING OF PENTECOST 


Now we find the climax of Pentecost! It is not the will 
of the Father that any should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance. Even as Jesus said in John 17:3, “And 
this is life eternal, that they might know thee the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent.” It is 
the paramount interest of God to reach men; it is the 
ultimate interest of Christ to see them saved. Then it is 
no wonder that the climax of Pentecost was the pardon- 
ing! Acts 2:41, “Then they that gladly received his word 
were baptized: and the same day there were added unto 
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them about three thousand souls.” Here we see that it was 
through a consummation of the disciples’ prayers, power, 
participation, and preaching, together with the sinner’s 
penitence and the preacher’s pleading, that God brought 
about that great Pentecostal pardoning. Thousands were 
pardoned of their unbelief and sin. Murderers were for- 
given; fathers, mothers, daughters, and sons alike were 
pardoned. Some bond, some free, some rich, many poor, 
some illiterate, a few educated came, but God, step by 
step, used his people as witnesses until He was able to 
pardon the thousands that came forward upon the invi- 
tation of the great Apostle! One and all—‘‘whosoever 
will”—were freely pardoned and set free from their sins. 
So, if you and I are to see another Pentecost locally, na- 
tionally, or internationally, we must realize that in 
order to reach the thousands for Christ and His wonder- 
ful pardoning, we must be used of God, step by step, in 
prayer, power, participation and witnessing until God is 
able to pardon. On the first day of the dispensation of 
the Spirit, the disciples learned the true meaning of 
Pentecost, but not as some over-zealous people who think 
it is just a personal edifying. They learned that when the 
Spirit was in them, then on them, that the course of the 
Spirit was to be used through them. Today the diagram 
is no different. If you have the Spirit in you, then yield 
and let Him anoint you and you will see a moving of 
God’s Spirit through you. The coming of the Spirit in 
the disciples is distinct from their conversion. The com- 
ing of the Spirit upon them was intended for service. The 
use of the Spirit through them was proved by the results 
that were wrought through them. Time cannot change 
the rule of the Spirit. Today, we see by the pattern of 
Pentecost that if we have the baptism in the Spirit, it is 
not for conversion, but it is intended for service. The 
promise of power will become fulfilled to you and me 
when we see the Spirit working through us, and the 
proof that He is working through us is proved by the re- 
sults of our lives! The early disciples learned the secret 
of Pentecost, something thousands of Christians are ig- 
norant of today, and that was the singleness of aim; it 
was theirs in one accord. 
PREPAREDNESS OF PENTECOST 


Acts 2:42, “And they continued steadfastly in the apos- 
tles’ doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, 
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and in prayers.” Here is the secret of the following vic- 
tories that the early Church soon experienced. It was an 
unmovable object for God; it was back to the things that 
it takes to produce Pentecost. It seems that in order to 
see a single Pentecost, it takes the same pattern—prayer, 
power, participation, preaching, penitence, pleading, and 
God’s pardon. Yes, every reproduction of Pentecost 
through the ages has had this one plan. Are we in 1955 
to be excepted? No, God makes no exceptions; His price 
is still the same. 
PRICE OF PENTECOST 

Last, we find the price of Pentecost. Is it hard? Is it 
difficult? It is to those who do not have an absolute de- 
sire for revival. To a group of people or to the person 
who has such a desire, nothing is hard; nothing is too 
difficult when it comes to seeing the mighty hand of God 
move. 

2 Chronicles 7:14, “If my people which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land.” What a prescription for a Pentecost! The 
early Church observed it, and found the Spirit and joy, 
peace, and victory, thousands of souls who were saved— 


truly Pentecost!

foxes have holes, and the birds of the air have nests; but 
the Son of man hath not where to lay his head.” He 
even kept the Passover in a borrowed upper room. After 
His crucifixion on the cross, He was buried in a tomb 
owned by Joseph of Arimathaea. While Paul had a high 
position among his countrymen and was a member of 
the Jewish Sanhedrin, he forsook all to be a follower of 
our Lord and Master. (Let us read Philippians 3:7-10.) 
Let us read the words of St. Paul to the Corinthian be- 
lievers in 1 Corinthians 15:9, “For I am the least of all 
the apostles, and am not meet to be called an apostle 
because I persecuted the church of God.” Dear ones, we 
cannot doubt the humility of the great Apostle St. Paul. 
I am fully convinced that the greatest proof of godliness 
is humility. Oh, may God keep us humble, and help us to 
desire as the poet, “Jesus, keep me near the cross.” 
FIFTH MARE: Strict Honesty. 

God wants nothing that does not belong to Him. He 
will never accept a life that is mixed up with the world, 
the flesh, and the devil. When the Herodians tried to 
tempt Him with the tribute money and the paying of 
taxes, He said, “Shew me the tribute money.” They 
showed Him a penny and when He had looked at it He 
asked, “Whose is this image and superscription?” They 
replied, “Caesar’s.” Then He said, “Render unto Caesar 
the things that are Caesar’s, and unto God the things 
that are God’s.” Many people have a one-sided religion, 
but good old Daniel, under the law, proved that it is pos- 
sible to be a loyal citizen, and at the same time serve 
God. St. Paul also had learned this great lesson. 

SIXTH MARE: Strict Truthfulness. 

With Jesus there was none of the nonsense which we 
often hear these days. “I was in trouble and I had to tell 
a lie.” Oh no, Jesus did not fear the face of clay. He, 
like John the Baptist, was outspoken and against all 
evil wherever it was found. In John 7:19 we hear Him 
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ask, “Did not Moses give you the law, and yet none of 
you keepeth the law? Why go ye about to kill me?” 
Throughout this chapter, He reproved them for their 
formal profession. Why was the first martyr, Stephen 
stoned? It was because he preached the truth in its full- 
ness. St. Paul was able to ask the Galatians, “Am I 
therefore become your enemy, because I tell you the 
truth?” (Galatians 4:16.) There are crowds of people 
today who do not like to hear the truth as we find it in 
God’s word. Every preacher should be able to say with 
St. Paul “For I have not shunned to declare unto you all 
the counsel of God,” Acts 20:27. 

SEVENTH MARK: Readiness to Suffer for Others. 

We hear St. Paul say, “But we see Jesus, who was made 
a little lower than the angels for the suffering of death, 
crowned with glory and honour; that he by the grace of 
God should taste death for every man,” Hebrews 2:9. 

Jesus was able to say “I am the good shepherd: the 
good shepherd giveth his life for the sheep,” John 10:11. 
Again he said “Therefore doth my Father love me, be- 
cause I lay down my life, that I might take it again. No 
man taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself. I 
have power to lay it down, and I have power to take 
again. This commandment have I received of my Fa- 
ther,” John 10:17, 18. Jesus was no hireling, grumbling 
and complaining about wages. 

When the church at Ephesus tried to persuade St. Paul 
to shun the sufferings that awaited him in Jerusalem, 
what did he say? “What mean ye to weep, and to break 
mine heart? for I am ready not to be bound only, but 
also to die in Jerusalem for the name of the Lord Je- 
sus,” Acts 21:13. “From henceforth let no man trouble me, 
for I bear in my body the marks of the Lord Jesus.” 
“These marks prove that I am in Him, ‘and the life which 
I now live in the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me and gave himself for me,’” Galatians 
2:20. 

Beloved, there are many in the world today like Thom- 
as; they will never be saved by singing and preaching; 
they must see the marks of Jesus: Marks of selfishness, 
envy, strife, division, pleasure-seeking, and pride are in 
the lives of many professed followers of Jesus. May God 
help us to show the marks of Jesus in our everyday life!

There is a recurring demand 
for land as the site of hospitals, mon- 
asteries, hospices and other Christian 
institutions near these shrines. 

Christian leaders in that area are 
reported to be aroused over the new 


law. 


(MNS) Following the closing of the 
LATIN AMERICA MISSION neey 
school in Sincelejo, Colombia, in April, 
an editorial in the Sincelejo weekly 
newspaper, El Cenit, came out with a 
surprisingly daring and sarcastic com- 
ment. The Catholic journalist wrote: 

“In these days I have read of I don’t 
know how many millions of students 
who are without schools, and that our 
illiteracy grows and grows daily. And 
yet, out of fear, the free school of the 
Mission is closed—a school which is 
a mirror of hygiene, a mirror of piety, 
a mirror of love .. .” 

As part of Colombia’s Anti-Protes- 
tant campaign, more than 160 Protes- 
tant schools have been closed since 
organized religious persecution began 
in 1948. 

Studies made this year reveal that 
Colombia has only half enough schools 
to care for its children and the al- 
ready high illiteracy rate (over 44 per 
cent of the adults can neither read 
nor write) is increasing. Yet the Co- 
lombian Government intensifying 
its efforts to lose all Evangelical 
schools in the country. 


(MNS) In the May 15 and June 1 
issues of MNS there was reported the 
loss of the CHRISTIAN AND MIS- 
SIONARY ALLIANCE Sealand plane 
and pilot while enroute to the Baliem 
Valley in New Guinea, April 28. A 
thorough search was made from the 
air over a three weeks period, but no 
trace of the lost plane was found. 

Latest report from the C&MaA is that 
on May 28 the wreckage was sighted 
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on a high ridge east of the Baliem 
pass. Previously no plane had been 
available with high enough ceiling to 
reach the high ridges of that area. 

On May 27 an Avro Ansen Aircraft 
of Crowley Airlines out Lae, New 
Guinea, came through Sentani on 
Charter to Sorong. On his return the 
next day Mr. Crowley made a special 
flight to search the high ridges, and 
the wreckage was soon spotted about 
one and a half air miles from the rim 
of the valley. 

The plane had struck the limestone 
ridge at about 10,250 feet above sea 
level. From the air it could be seen 
that the fuselage was crumpled and 
had burst open. Survival of the pilot 
would have been impossible. The place 
of the crash would be very difficult, 
if not impossible, to reach. 


DID YOU KNOW— 

That in Israel two-thirds of the chil- 
dren are not receiving religious train- 
ing. Chief Rabbi I. H. Herzog, in his 
Passover message, stated that “wor- 
ship of Israel .. . has been substituted 
for faith in the God of Israel.” 


(MNS) Reports from India indicate 
that the Government’s new policy re- 
garding foreign missionaries is being 
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implemented. The policy, recently de- 
fined, is as follows: 

1) Foreign missionaries going new- 
ly to India (as additional members of 
a mission or as replacements), will be 
admitted only if they have outstand- 
ing qualifications or are specialists in 
a certain field where sufficiently 
qualified Indians are not available. 

2) Missionaries who have been 
working in India for five years or 
more, when they leave the country, 
will normally be permitted to return 
if they desire to do so. 

3) Mission boards will not be per- 
mitted to expand their activities 
through the opening of new branches 
or institutions without permission 
from the India Government. 

4) The new rules apply to Common- 
wealth missionaries as well as to all 
other foreigners. 

ein | to a recent report, a state 
government official objected to the 
opening of a new village dispensary, 
and the mission board involved. was 
told it would have to get permission 
from the Government. 


It is also reported that a foreign 
missionary working in Assam and the 
North Eastern Frontier Agency was 
requested to transfer his residence in 
India. Two other missionaries in the 
same area were refused permission to 
extend their stay in India. This in- 
formation was given in Parliament by 
the home minister in answer to a 
question from the floor. He stated that 
330 missionaries, representing 12 for- 
eign missionary agencies, are working 
in Assam and the North Eastern 
Frontier Agency. These missionaries 
are from the United States, Great 
Britain, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Italy. When the home minister was 
questioned as to why the two mis- 
sionaries were not allowed to remain, 
he replied that their activities were 
“not proper in the interests of India.” 


In Argentina religious instruction 
will be eliminated from the curricula 
of vocational schools. The education 
ministry, at the time it announced the 
new policy, said the National Commis- 
sion on Apprenticeship and Voca- 
tional Training had ordered that time 
heretofore given to religious instruc- 
tion be devoted to “inculcation of na- 
tional doctrine and courses on pro- 
ductivity and social well-being.” This 
change, the announcement said, is 
based “on the objectives of the second 
five-year (economic) plan” and cov 
ers all factory schools and other in 
stitutions of technical education sub- 
ject to the commission.
